- mit to Writing what I have to lay before you at this time z Yx, As I came to the Exchange (this 

day) one lent mee a Book, called The Quakers Challenge, &c, put forth by another of your Miniſters, 
viz. Solomon Eccles, where I find in the ſixth page, in one paragraph, theſe words, viz, Stand up Mug- 
gleton the Sorcerer, whoſe mouth us full of (urſing, Lies and Blaſphemy 3 who callſt thy laſt Book a Looking-Glaſs 
for G. Fox, whoſe name thou art not worthy to take into thy mouth, wha #5 a Prophet tn deed, and hath been 
faithful in the Lords buſineſs from the beginning: It was ſaid of Chriſt, That he was in the World, and the World 
4s made by bim 3 and the World knew bim not : So it may be ſaid of thus true Prophet, whom John ſaid, be 
was not 5 but thou wilt feel this Prophet one day as heavy as a Milſtone upan thee 5 and although the World knows 
bimnot, yet be u known. | | | 

Now ſeeing that the ſaid Book is printed and publiſhed in the name of the Quakers by (one of your 
Miniſters ) Solomon Eccles, whom I did expect ſhould publickly have owned his Condemnation for his 
blaſphemous Title, which hee hath thus publickly given to (a mortal man ). George Fox, whoſe breath 
is in his noſtrils: But perceiving that he hath lately taken Ship ( with George) for the Barbadoes, and 
not publickly owned any ſuch Condemnation, nor that George. ever did bear a publick Teſtimony a- 
o4inſt this his Blaſphemy, but rather ſeems to be an encourager of him, by taking him ( as one of his 
Preachers) along with him; I am now to lay it before you (it being put forth in the name of the Quakers) 
to ſee whether you will publickly diſown the ſaid Solomon and his Blaſphemy z and whether you can 
own the ſaid George Fox to be a faithful Servant to the LORD, who dared (in the leaſt) admit of any 
ſuch blaſphemous Title tobe given him by ſuch a Blaſphemer,
